Stanford University, Cal., 
ber 26.—(By the Associated Press.)— 
A copy of the minutes of the meeting 
of the Russian ministry held July 24, 
1914, which shed new light on the 
part Russia played in the stirring

These minutes, which Mr. Binkley 
says have not been cited in all the 


ten years’ efforts to fix responsibility 
for the war, are said to show that 
Russia, instead of helping to precipi- 
tate the war by urging Serbia to re- 
sist Austria, as has been charged, 
took exactly the sigh 2 me course. They 
represent Foreign Minister Sarzanov 
advising Serbia to refrain from armed 
resistance, and the other ministers as 
approving this advice. 


The document also records that the 
ministers gave their approval to Sar- 
zanov’s ‘proposal to cet in touch with 
the other European powers in an. ef- 
fort to persuade the Austro-Hunga- 
rian government to grant ‘erbia a 
delay in her reply to Austria’s ulti- 
matum resulting from the assassina- 
tion of the Archduke Francis Ferdi- 
nand at Sarajevo. The meeting of 
the Russian ministry was held on the 
day after Austria issued her ultima- 
tum.

A meeting of state highway bond 
advocates will be held on the Ansley 
hotel roof on January 7 at 10 o'clock, 
it was announced Saturday by ©. C. 
Thomas, of Athens, president of the 
Georgia Highway association, which 
will call the meeting. However, it was 
stated by President Thomas Saturday 
that all state bond advocates, from 
every section of the state, are invited 
to attend the meeting. While the 
membership of the association is ex- 
pected to attend in force, it is not 
to be a strictly association meeting, 
but is rather for the advocacy of 
state highway bonds generally, he 
stated. 

Speakers who will be invited to 
address the meeting will include Gov- 
ernor Clifford Walker, former Goy- 
ernor Charles 8. Osborn, of Michigan, 
who has a winter home near Albany; 
Chancellor C. M. Snelling, of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia,.and Fermor Bar- 
rett, of Toccoa, Stephens county rep- 
resentative in the legislature. 

Asks $70,000,000 Issue. 

The association advocates a ''70,000- 
000 bond issue for highway construc- 
tion, to be expended in a period of 
seven years. During this seven years, 
it is argued, the federal government, 
under its present program, will appro- 
priate about $14,000,000 for highway 
construction in Georgia, and this, add- 
ed to the $70,000,000 of state bond 
money will make $84.000,000, or $12,- 


(00,000 a year for the seven years. 
President Thomas Saturday declar- 


the gasoline tax money now devoted 
to highway work in Georgia, to any 
cause, would be vigorously opposed by 
his association. ‘This statement was 
in answer to reports which have, in 
recent weeks, gone all over the state, 
to the effect that some of the gasoline 
tax money would be applied to re- 
tirement of the Confederate scrip to 
be issued for pension payments under 
authority of the bill passed at the 
last session. 

“We are not anticipating such ac- 
tion in the legislature,” said President 
Thomas, “but if such a move is made 
the Georgia Highway association, as 
well as every other supporter of the 
cause of better highways, will be found 
actively resjsting it. 

Expect Cooperation. 

“We are expecting that the gover- 
nor, the members of che legislature 
and all citizens who favor the extra 
session of the legislature will be just 
as enthusiastic in their support of a 
highway bond issue as they are in 
their advocacy of school bonds and in 
their determination to provide funds 
for the Confederate pensions. 

“T believe that the above statement 
sums up the attitude of the highway 
advocates and that this will te the 
position that will be developed at 
the meeting in Atlanta on January

The occupation of the Tientsin 
area by General Feng Yu-Hsing has 
been completed, with the result that 
communication with Pekin has been 
restored. This communication had 
been cut for 10 days while Feng 
was consolidating his positions. 

In the north, Chang Tso Lin has 
repulsed an attack by Kuo Sing-Lin. 


The hostilities there are at an end. 
The only prospect for renewal of 
fighting in northern China at the 
present time would be for General 
Feng to send Kuo some reinforce- 
ments, and this is unlikely. 

Japan Ready to Withdraw. 

Japan, convinced. that Chang* can 
take care of himself, is ready to with- 
draw reinforcements recently sent to 
Manchuria. 

Restored communication with Pekin 
has permitted delegates to the exfra- 
territoriality conference to reach this 
city, and the meeting which was to 
have begun December’ 18 may start 
at any time now. 

The situation at Tientsin, which was 
considered’ alarming while the fight- 
ing incidental to Feng’s occupation 
was under way, is considerably im- 
proved.

when the circumstances 
restrict the compilers to mere gaunt 
statements of fact. But all these sta- 
tistics and dates are merely the ma- 
terials ont of which history is made. 
They compose, so to speak, the brick 
and.mortar of history, or, more accu- 
rately the clay before it is made into 
brick, the pig iron before it is made 
into steel. 


What one would like to have is 
something midway between history and 
prophecy, something that would not 
merely compile these individual facts 
but would interpret them, tell their re- 
lation to the past and, so far as 
sible, their bearing on the future. The 
thing, in short, that one would like to 
read next Thursday would be such an 
account of the year 1925 as a future 
historian would write, having the ad- 
vantage of a better understanding of 
the relation of individual events to 
“each other, and a gett ogee of what 
followed from these events, subsequent 
to 1925. - 


One would judge that the future his- 
torian, attempting to recite in due pro- 
ee the events of 1925, would 

y a good deal of emphasis on the 
Tennessee tug-of-war between funda- 
mentalism and modernism. That was 
in its nature, if not in degree (pos- 
sibly in degree, also) comparable to 
those events which arise vace in 80 
often from century to century, and 
which are recognized as having rather 
more to do with the history of man’s 
intellect than wars or political revolu- 
tions. They are the high spots in the 
history of the human mind, as dis- 
‘tinct from the history that has to 
do with the more physical and terrt- 
torial aspects of the course of the 
world. The. future historian may look 
upon the Tennessee trial as one of 
these turning points in the spiritual 
history of man, or he may look upon 
it as relatively trivial. 

So far as one.can see now, one is 
obliged to believe that at the Ten- 
nessee trial the fundamentalists were 
fighting a rearguard action, and that 
some kind of important change is tak- 
ing place in the field of formal re- 


ligion and man’s attitude toward it. | 


The judgment that the Tennessee 
trial was a rearguard action of a los- 


ing cause rests on the fact that al-j ce 


though anti-evolution statutes were 
introduced in several states, and al- 
though very aggressive fights for such 
statutes were made in at least six 
state legislatures, only one state, Ten- 
nessee, enacted it. Whatever is to 
be the end of the path, the seeming 
course of the future leads toward the 
growth of what is called, roughly, 
modernism. Certainly. 1925 
year of exalted materialism—material- 
ism both in the sense of a material 
interpretation of the life of man, and 
also in the more usual sense of devo- 
tion to material things, to goods, their 
production and diffusion. 

If organized religion seemed in 1925 
to.have a markedly less firm grip on 
men's minds than during former eras, 
if religion had less authority, if ‘men 
devoted less time and thought to it 
than was the case in some past epochs 
of history, that phenomenon of the de- 
éline of religion went hand in hand 
with another phenomenon, with a de- 
votion to material things, which 
seemed to have at least a vague con- 
fection with the lessening part played 
by religion in civilization. Nineteen 
hundred and twenty-five was the year 
of the maximum devotion to business, 
of the exaltation of material things, 
of a view of life which saw the distri- 
bution of .oods among men as the 

reatest end. Business, indeed, in 
i925 had the place in men’s minds 
which religion used to have, All 
America was dedicated to business to 
the degree that in some past centuries 
whole nations dedicated themselves to 
the building of cathedrals, or to cru- 
satles, or to some of the austere re- 
ligious philosophies of sacrifice, self- 
denial.

Are these examples to be interpre- 
ted as a kind of lip service paid to 
religion by business?

Another sign of the place religion 
has come to have in the world is a 
phraseology about religion habitually 
used by a popular writer in some 
daily papers. Henry L. Mencken. One 
learns from acquaintances among 
teachers in schools and colleges that 
Mr. Mencken \is the one American 
writer most read by students, that 
his ideas and standpoint are coloring 
the intellectual point of view of the 


whole of the rising generation. Libra- 
rians in colleges say that Mencken’s | 
books, a series entitled “Prejudices,” | 
and his “American Mercury Maga- 
zine,” are so much demanded by stu- 
dents that it is difficult to have 
enough copies on the shelves. 


Mencken, in his newspaper articles, 
habitually jeers at religion—at some 
forms of it, at least; calls two sects, 
Methodists and Baptists, by name, 
and always in terms of jeering. That,

not a rule but an unwritten code to 
be taken for granted—that all reli- 
gious sects, except perhaps Mormons, 
were to be treated with respect.

The historian who looks back upon 
1925 from the perspective of, let us 


on two events of the year and say 
that between them was a. dividing 
line and turning point; that the first 
marked the’ climax of one tendency 
and that the second marked the. be- 
ginning of a contrary course. 

The two events I have in mind are, 
first, the decision of the United States 
supreme court in May legalizing busi- 
ness combinations to a greater extent 
than had ever beforé been permitted 
in America, and largely undoing the 
Sherman anti-trust law passed by a 
previous generation (in 1890) to ex- 
press its attitude toward big ! usiness 
combinations. The second event was 
the recent act of Goverr®r Pinchot of 
Pennsylvania, calling the Pennsy}- 
vania legislature to come into special 
session early next month. Between 
these two events it is just possible 
there may be a striking relation. Only 
the future historian will know cer- 
tainly. 

The decision of the supreme court 
in the maple flooring manufacturers’ 
and cement manufacturers’ cases gave 
sanction to business combination to a 
degree that America had never before 
It was accomplished by, 
und followed by, such a series of mer- 
gers and combinations, such a* ten- 
deney toward carrying on business 
through immense units, as Am+trica 
d never before seen.

It will be an approach to what 
used to be denounced 10 to 15. years 
ago as trusts, monopoly. Since it is 
certain that a democracy of the kind 
America is will not tolerate unregu- 
lated monopoly, it will follow that the 
next step will be an assertion of goy- 
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that America has abandoned the po- 
litical dogma that demands competi- 
tion. On the contrary, there is in 
congress and among leaders of thought 
a considerable body who believe in it 
and who expect the idea soon to re- 
vive. 


In business the one year im Ameri- 
can history that was most nearly like 
1925, and the one therefore from which 
it may be possible to derive some of 
the lessons of analogy, was 1901. Nine- 
teen hundred and-one, like 1925, was 
a Se of great prosperity, of increas- 
ing volume and velocity of business. 
The quantity of gold in the world had 
been increased by the recent discov- 
eries in 1898 in the Klondike and by 
other forces; the conclusion of a suc- 
cessful war had given a stimulus to 
business specifichlly and to the Amer- 
ican spirjt altogether. Great combina- 
tions were in progress. It was in 
April, 1901, that the United States 
Steel corporation was brought together 
as a combiaation of several smaller 
businesses. An immense number of 
other. combinations were made. (In 
one respect, however, the analogy fails, 
for in 1901 there was great outcry 
against combination; whereas in 1925 
there is not, 

In 1901, as in 1925, prices on the 
New York Stock Exchange rose to 
great heights. In May the shares of 
the Northern Pacific railway rose 
from: under 3100 to over $1,000. as 
an incident of a fight for control by 
rival bankers who meant to merge 
it with other railroads. (Here again 
there is failure of the analogy. For 
in 1901 there was great popular and 
government opposition to railroad mer- 
gers; this merger of the Northern 
Pactfic and the Great Northern was 
subsequently dissolved by the gevern- 
ment: through the courts. In 1925 
railroad mergers, instead of being op- 
posed, actually are demanded by the 
government. ) 

In the latter part of 1901 there was 
a minor flurry called the “prosperity 
panic.” That, however, was a mere 
interruption. Activity was resumed, 
and in 1903 there was a major de- 
pression. It was in the description 
of that depression of 1903 that the 
late J. Pierpont Morgan added a new 
phrase to the American vocabulary by 
saying the cause was “undigested se- 
curities.” If one wishes at this point 
to’ deal with the future one might 
speculate on whether the present year

of a year or two by another depres- 
sion caused by “undigested securities.” 
Clearly when the statisticians and fi- 
nancial writers print next Friday their 
figures about the issues of new se- 
curities in 1925 it will appear that 
far more were put out this year than 
in 1901, 

Next Thursday does not mark mere- 
ly the ending of one year and the 
beginning of another. It marks also 
the end of the first quarter of the 
twentieth céntury. This quarter cen- 
tury just closing is an epoch, equal 
in the number of crowded events, the 
development of important trends, the 
swiftness of change to many a full 
century of the more distant past, even 
to two or three centuries. 

A mere glance, a hint, suggests the 
old that passed, the new that came: 


‘The dynasties that went down before 


the big wind of war. or otherwise— 
Portugal in 1904, the Manchus of 
{hina in 1911, the Russian czar in 
1916, the Hohenzollerns in 1918 and 
the Hapsburgs., 

The new inventions: The airplane, 
22 years old on the ninth of this 
month; the trans-Atlantic wireless— 
it was 24 years ago this December 
that Marconi succeeded in sending 
letter S faintly ticking across the 
winter winds of the North Atlantic 
from Cornwall to Newfoundland. 

When this century began, January 
1, 1901, ‘there was much looking for- 
ward, much prediction, speculation 
about what was to happen: H. G. 
(he was then Herbert G.) Well’s “An- 
ticipations”—a. whole literature of 
forecast and prophecy. Immense in- 
terest attended the birth of the twen- 
tieth century. For a few years pre- 
ceding there was already a cult of 
the new. “Fin de siecle” was a popu- 
lar phrase. 

Now that a full quarter of the new 
century has passed, it will be interest- 
ing, on another occasion, to compare 
the predictions of January 1, 1901, 
with the fulfillments as recognized on 
January 1, 1926. Some things predict- 
ed have failed to come; some things 
have happened that no one predicted. 

Taking all things together and 
weighing the events with certain 
standards of relative value, it prob- 
ably has been the most important 
quarter century in all history—cen- 
tainly in America it has. been,

treatment to conclude that “The Idea }. 


of Great Poetry” is a treatise for the 


scholar. 

Neither are the five lectures which 
make up the book in the popular vein 
that catches the eye of the casual 
reader. They are intended to form 
a sequel to an earlier publication on 
“The Theory of Poetry,” but in this 
instance to advance a step beyond 


theory by showing how authority so 
derived is used in the criticism of 
individual workers. Lovers of try 
will find matter for reflection in his 
answer to the question: “What are 
the qualities. most noticeable in the 
poetry which has, as a matter of 
acknowledged fact,, been recognized 
as great?” Not, you see, the quali- 
ties great poetry ought to have—if 
he believes in “oughts” he does not 
discuss them here—but the essential 
qualities that such poems do have. 
For he assumes that we recognize 
great poetry, whether or not we are 
able to give a reason ‘for the faith 
that is in us. 

First, it is necessary to sweep the 
ground clear of a misconception held 
by those sticklers for “pure poetry” 
who contend that an interest_in great- 
ness is vulgar prejudice. Their as- 
sertion is that if it is necessary to go 
beyond the language of the poem to 
search out ideas, characters and sig- 
nificances, one is no longer dealing 
with poetry at all. Mr. Abercrombie 
explains that this opinion may be 
justified if for “pure poetry” we read 
“lyrical etry,” which having said 
what it has to say leaves no room 
for comments upon its expressions of 
sense, feeling or imagination. But 
pure poetry, with a wider meaning, is 
pure experience—or, as nearly un- 
adulterated as the possibilities of 
language will allow. 


The Magical Phrase. 
The figure of a pyramid illustrates 
the structure which rests squarely 


poetry, and is built through higher 
and more restricted stages to an apex 
of supreme qualities. By analyzing 
first the necessary qualities, and later 
those desirable but infreqgent, it is 
possible to make criticism something 
more than an unreasoning ‘‘well done”’ 
or “ill done.” 

The power of using words, then, 
is the broad base of the pyramid. The 
magical phrase is the great divide 
that separates poetry from prose, 
painstaking and sincere it may be, 
but-——prose. (It may be well to ex- 
plain that poetry is not necessarily 
in verse.) Through this apt phrase a 
special vision is created before the 
mind’s eye of the reader, either a mo- 
mentary enchantment or the contin- 
uous creation which is described as a 


poet’s “style.” In translation some- 
thing is lost, for here poetry pays 
the penalty of its word medium; but

Two Main Moods. 

_ Two main moods actuate the t 
in idealizing his experience—an 
to escape from undesirable conditions 
of the world, and an attempt to un- 
derstand why such things exist.

uge or of interpretation. The De- 
cameron, re regarded as a poem, 
and the Faery Queene, are examples 
of the first class. Boccaccio escape 
the disagreeable things of life by deal- 
ing expressly with such things, but 
making them known to sight and not 
to senge. Sorrow becomes intertain- 
ing, Spenser causes the reader to lose 
himself in .a_ beautiful 
world, wistfully pathetic but never 
sees In ‘her dream world 
had only te: reassure herself by’ say- 
ing: “You are nothing but a pack of 
cards.” Emotions are not wounded 
distressfully by the figures of an alle- 
gory. 

Such poets as Milton and Dante 
were not satisfied to creat cities of 
refuge. They needed to explain the 
evils of life—to interpret instead of 
softening its discords. In this second 
type of poetry the author finds the 
“greatness” he is seeking. 

It is manifested im many ways and 
in various degrees. Wordsworths’s 
sense of life sought its explanation in 
f'n idea—in an attempt to show 
“How exquisitely the individual mind 

(And oy progressive powers perhaps 


no less 
Of the whole species) to the external 
world’ 
Is fitted.” 

The Jewish author of “The Wis- 
dom of Solomon,” voiced as his domi- 
nent idea wisdom as a life-giving en- 
ergy, a force of God disposing favora- 
bly of the affairs of the Jews. In 
“Paradise Regained” the ‘idea is the 
irreconcilable opposition between 
worldly and spiritual values. At this 
point by contrasting Milton’s two 
great poems: Mr. Abercrombie  ad- 
vances a step beyond abstract ideas to 
incarnated greatness, the tragic hero.

But even with this it 
is clear that trading is proceeding ata 
very much higher rate than produc- 
tion. To some extent, of course, this 
trading represents the very ldrge vol- 
ume of wholesale and retail business. 
And in this respect it is an altogether 
healthy sign. ut to the extent that 
it represents the speculative trading 
in stocks and bonds and in those com- 
modities which are marketed in ex- 
changes, it has its full share of perils. 

There are several reasons why we 
have a right to assert that no business 
recession is in prospect. First, com- 
modity prices are firm and this is 
usually an indication of continuing 
<< in the immediate future at 
east. 

Next the average of business, made 
up of numerous items, rose in Novem- 
ber as it did in October and this in- 
dicates a continuance of activity. 

Unfilled Orders. 

The rate of change in unfilled steel 
orders continued upward in November, 
though less sharply than in October. 
There was a gain in unfilled orders 
and it was larger than in the preced- 
ing month, but not so much larger 
in the two preceding months; the per- 
centage of gain was smaller than in 
September or October. While there is 
no present indication that unfilled or- 
ders will reach as high a point as 
they attained a year ago, or in 1922, 
the trend this fall is, nevertheless, 
yery significant. It appears. unques- 
tionable that the buying of steel is 
still largely for current requirements 
and that under the circumstances a 
lower level of unfilled orders is nor- 
mal. Accordingly, so sharp a gain 
as has occurred in recent months is 
notable. | 

That scrap steel has failed to re- 
spond to the rise in unfilled orders is 
alen notable. ‘Usually the rate of 
change in unfilled orders is followed 
rather closely up the price of scrap. 
Recently, however, scrap prices have 
shown little more than: a condition of 
irregular stability. The question 
naturally arises, is. scrap losing its 
value as a barometer? Temporarily 
this appears to be true to some extent. 
The limited advance in the price of 
steel and the continued ease in the 
market for pig iron readily explain 
this fact. 

The net conclusion to be drawn from 
the steel barometers this month is 
that the trend of unfilled orders fore- 
casts expansion in production, but not 
proportional gains in steel prices; 
while the steél scrap barometer in- 
diecates that prices are likely to ad- 
vance but little in the near future. 

Consuming Requirements 

Automobile production, after its 
severe slump in August, when the 
Ford output was .temporarily cur- 
tailed, reached a new peak for all 
time in October. In November, how- 
ever, the production of passen cars 
and trucks declined moderately, fall- 
ing from 406,572 in October to 336,- 
358. The total for 11 months is 3,- 
632,440 which compares 
665 for the same period in 1924. 

While the November figure is the 
highest on record for the month it 
represents a sharper decline from 
October than usual. 

It is noteworthy that the trend of 
automobile production on the whole 
appears to have been decidedly up- 
ward throughout 1925. October and 
November this year are the only 
months since the middle of 1922 in 
which the automobile curve has risen 
above both the petroleum and. mining 
curves. 

The index of the petroleum industry 
represents both the monthly produc- 
tion of crude oi] and activity in drill- 
ing oil wells. As it is adjusted for 
seasonal variation. it shows the rea 
trend of activity in the oil producing 
industry, reflecting the potential re- 
quirements for storage tank material, 
pipe, casing, tools, etc. Thus meas- 
ured, the curve of activity in the pe- 
troleum industry has fallen off steadi- 
ly since Jurf@, and October was down 
to practically the same level which 
existed in February. There is thus 
no indication of any increase in the 
demand for steel from the oil in- 
dustry during the next few months. 

, Mining Activity Low. 

Mining activity is at practically the 
lowest point since the middle of 1924, 
doubtless largely due to the anthracite 
situation. The expansion of produc- 
tion in the bituminous coal fields may 
be expected to cause further gains in 
this index, but the demand for steel in 
the mining industries does not prom-., 
ise to be very large for some time. 

The net result is that the total steel 
requirements of the three industries in 
the near future should be greater than 
a year ago but have recently tended to 
decrease slightly. Automobile produc- 
tion in the spring will probably be 
heavy but sharp competition and price 
cuttings are in prospect which will re- 
duce. the profits of a good many com- 
panies and ultimately curtail output. 
The trend of activity in the oil in- 
dustry is clearly downward, This is 
a good thing for the industry itself 
even if it does temporarily cut down 
the steel demand. Activity in mining 
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industries is held up by bituminous 


lower during the last two years, due 
perhaps, to increased output in Eu- 


ropean countries.

The 
name of the former was carried on by 
his sons Bud, Charles and Frank. 
McMann made his reputation by giv- 
ing Flora Temple and Pocahontas 
world’s records. With the trotter in 
1859 he started the 2:20. list. She 
won in 2:191-2 at Kalamazoo. In 
1855 he placed the world’s record for 
pacers at 2:17 1-4 when he .defeated 
Hero with Pocahontas to wagon. 
McMann Was Blacksmith. 
McMann was a_blacksmith.. He 
banked the fire in his forge. hung 
up his leather apron, and went out 
to get money on the race tracks. What 
McMann won was invested in New 
York real estate. , Today his de- 
scendants are living in comfort from 
his investments. 


At a latep day Peter V. Johnston, 
another blacksmith, adopted .the same 
course as McMann. e closed his 
shop at Kalamazoo, Mich., and went 
to the races. He raced Piedmont, 
the world’s champion pacer Johnston, 
and the remarkable sire Peter the 
Great. They were not all that Peter 
had but they were his best. 

Dexter was the last world’s cham- 
pion that made a record under the 
saddle. John Murphy rode him in 
2:18 1-4 in 1865. Later on Bud 
Doble marked him in. 2:17 1-4 to 
harness. Doble also drove Dexter in 
the race with Ethan Allen and run- 
ning mate. Dan Mace won with the 
team in 2:15. In that heat Dexter 
was timed outside of the pair in 2:16. 
Toe weights, boots, shoes of differ- 
ent weights and shapes, long and 


spectacles, to correct the faulty vision 
of Fearnaught with which he reduced 
the stallion record. 

Mace made a number of changes 
in. the shoes worn by Lady Thorne. 
She improved under it and would no 
doubt have ‘lowered Dexter’s record. 
An injury while being loaded at 
Rochester placed her on the retired 
list when at the crest of her careér. 

The contemporaries of Mace were 
John Turner,” John Murphy, Jack 
Phillips, M. . Higbie, Jock Bowen, 
James Golden, Jack Trout, Jack Feek 
and Mace’s two pupils, John Splan 
and “Knap” McCarthy. For years 
they raced over both the mile and 
half-mile tracks, bringing out a num- 
ber of horses which made reputations 
on the turf and in the stud. 

Turner’s name will always he con- 
nected with the careers of Hannis, 
Edwin Thorne and Spofford. John 
Murphy’s name recalls his brilliant 
showing with catch mounts.. He won 
a remarkable race at two-mile heats 
at Rochester with Steve Maxwell. 
floated off in front for a number of 
trips with Majolica, and reduced the 
team record to 2:16 1-4 with Edward 
and Dick Swiviller. 

At that time the rivalry between 
Frank Work and’ W. H. Vanderbilt 
in the matter of trotting teams was 
very keen. The latter had several, 
the leaders being Early Rose and Al- 
dine. Finally, he hitched Maud S. 
and Aldine and. jogged .up Seventh 
avenue, New York, to Fleetwood 
park, After a false start he drove 
the pair a mile to a top road wagon 
in 2:151-2. This was three-quarters 
of a second faster than Work’s pair 
trotted to a skeleton wagon with 
Murphy up. Neither pair ever 
changed these figures. They remain- 
ed at that point until C. J. Hamlin 
appeared with Belle Hamlin and 
Justina., 

Golden and Bowen were located at 
the Boston tracks during the most of 
their careers. Golden handled all of 
John Sheppard's road horses. He had 
considerable to do with the showing 
of Mill Boy and Blondine, which at 
one time held the team record, Dick 
Swiviller and Young Rolfe, the sire 
of Nelson.

Miami Is Relieved 
JtEmbargoStrain

Miami, Fla., December 26.—(4%— 
Ships from the seven seas, bearing 
the flags of almost every important 
maritime nation, were gathered at this 
port today as Miami welcomed her 
greatest assemblage of shipping craft, 
93 vossels in number. 

The unusually large number of ships 
here, with ‘the augmented volume of 


waterfront business, hore evidence of 
the manner in which Miami has suc- 
ceedei in defeating in part the pres- 
ent railembargo. The cargoes of these 
vessels, freighters with but few ex- 
ceptions, reveal a preponderance of 
construction materials. 

The rapid rise of the city has 
brought only a partial increase in 
dock and warehouse facilities, and 
Bay Biscayne has been able to ac- 
commodate only 67 ships, while 4 
total of 26 boats ride at anchor offi 
Miami Beach awaiting berth space in 
the harbor. A year ago the port en- 
tertained a scant 10 ships. 

Of the total number of 93 craft, 37 
are schooners, 30 are steamships and 
six are sea-going barges.

The number of Cities Service com- 
pany stockholders has increased from 
64,486 on October 15, 1924, to 80,- 
088 on October 15, 1925, according 
to reports at the Atlanta office of 
H. L. Doherty & Co., in the Hurt 
building. 

It is interesting, considering this 
subs: ntial increase in the number 
of Cities Service company’s stock- 
holders, to note that such concerns 
as General Motors, U. $. Steel and 
Pennsylvania railroad show a decrease 
in the number of stockhojders at the 
present time as compared with those 
shown on the last report. 

Pennsylvania railroad stockholders 
decreased from 146,473 to 145,583; U. 
S. Steel stockholders decreased from 
93,446 to 92,991; General Motors 
stockholders decreased from 60,414 to 
58,158. 

Of 24 leading railroads all but the 
New York Central have lost ground 
in the number of stockholders on 
record at the present time as against 
those shown on the. last report. 

Again, a wide holding of stock is a 
great stabilizer of values of the shares 
so distributed. The support contrib- 
uted by stockholders under such con- 
ditions rests on so many and varied 
circumstances that all of them, even 
in a period of ‘economic adversity, are 
not likely to be weak at the same 
time. 

Manipulation of stock values, too, is 
much more difficult to ~ accomplish 
when the stock is widely held than 


of a few. 
Fights Politicians. 

Perhaps the chief benefit which the 
utility derives from customer-owner- 
ship is its important influence upon 
public relations.

But the 
customer-ownership idea embodies the 
publication of detailed information in 
regard to the company’s public rela- 
tions, financial affairs and manage- 
ment policies, and an attentive re- 
ception of these facts is all the utility 


is seeking. That is no more than 
justice. Believing in the ideals of 
justice of the American public, the 
utility has simply asked a_ fair- 
minded, unbiased decision based upon 
the facts. Customer-ownership in prac- 
tice hus achieved this aim and end. 
Customer-ownership has materially 
improved the position of the investor. 
All the benefits accruing through it 
to the utility obviously are inevitably, 
although indirectly, conferred upon 
him. Futhermore, the cusfomer-owner- 
ship campaign is a thrift campaign, 
stimulating savings. But, what is 
equally important to the investor, the 
scope and success ef the sale of pre- 
ferred stocks to customers has created 
a market for them that is more active 
than it ever was before. A broader 
market. and an increased volume of 
sales have stimulated a great demand 
for these preferreds with the result | 
that present markets are much more 
clearly cut and sharply defined.

The Box Step for the Right 
Waltz Turn. 


In last week’s article | taught you 
the forward and backward waltz 
movements. This week | will teach 
you how to turn and give you the 
foundations for the right and left 
waltz turns. The left turn, some- 
times called the reverse, has always 
been a mystery to a great many peo- 
ple, although it is just as easy as a 
right turn—if you know how. The 
lady’s part is exactly the same as the 
man’s. 


HIS is one of the most important 
steps in dancing. It is the basis 

for the waltz, and therefore has a 
direct bearing on the foundation of 
dancing. The box step is very simple, 
but should be practiced until you can

do it rapidly and smoothly. : 

Stand in the lower right-hand cor- 
ner of the square; heels together and 
toes oulward. 

1. Step directly forward with ‘the 
right foot; 

2. Step with left foot diagonally 
across the square to the upper teft- 
hand corner; 

3. Draw the right foot up to the 
left, placing the weight on the right 
foot. Note that heels are together. 

After doing the first three steps of 
the box, you have completed one 
waltz step. (You should be stand- 
ing in the upper left-hand corner of 
the square.) 


4. Step directly backward with the — 


left foot: 

5. With the right foot, step diag- 
cnally backward to the lower right- 
hand corner; 

6. Dra’ the left foot up to the 
right, placing the weight down on the 
left. That’s all. 

Now go back to the beginning and 
do all six steps without stopping. -It 
is amazingly easy. You should prac- 
tice this step at least an hour. You 
can learn to do it in five minutes, but 


you should practice to gain ease and . 


grace. 

The box step is the basis for the 
right waltz turn. After you learn the 
right waltz turn, you will not use the 
box step again. You must master the 
box step and learn to do it very rap- 


idly in order to do the right turn with 
éase. 


The Box Step for the Left 
Waltz Turn. 

The lady’ S part is exactly the same 
as the man’s. 

This box step, in which you begin 
by going forward with the left foot, 
is the basis for the left waltz-turn, If 
you can do this box step very rapidly, 
turning will be very easy for you. 
When doing the turns- you do not have 
time to think of your step; you think 
of your direction and the step must 
be done almost mechanically. There- 
fore it is essential to master the box 
step which acts as the basis for the 
turn to the left. 

1. Step directly forward with left 
foot; 

2. Step to right-hand corner of 
hox with right foot; 

5; Close left foot up to the right, 
weight on left. This completes one 
waltz step. 

4. Step straight back with right 
foot; 

S. Step to the lower left-hand 
corner of the square with the left foot; 

6. Close right foot up to left font, 
weight on right. 


Repeai the above movement of six 
counfs until you can do it easily and 
rapidly. Practice the box step until 
you can do it without thinking about 
the step. Acquire mechanical perfec- 
tion before advancing to the next 
step. 

if you have a phonograph handy, 
practice with music for about thirty 
minutes. Do not try to make the 
actual turn until you can do this box 
step perfectly. 

Remember that each time you 
count a step, your foot must be placed 
on the floor and your entire weight 
must come down on it. Always take 
one step at a time, and never two

the textile industry in that city in the 
last ten or fifteen years.
